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Lack of venue means 
fireworks under threat

NEWMARKET’S fireworks 
display will not go ahead 
this year if a new venue 
cannot be found, organis¬ 
ers have said. 

The Newmarket Lions 
club, who have organised 
the annual November bon¬ 
fire night celebration in the 
town since 1977, have said 
that they are no longer able 
to use parkland behind 
Exning House and need to 
find an alternative location 
as soon as possible. 

Barrie Hough, of the 
Newmarket Lions, said: 
“Since about 1977 New¬ 
market Lions Club have 
staged an annual Bonfire 
Night celebration in the vil¬ 
lage of Exning. 

“More recently this be¬ 
came the sole remaining 
such event serving the 
town of Newmarket. Now it 
too is under threat. 

“As things stand, the 
town will have no fireworks 
display in 2014 or thereaf¬ 
ter.” 

Mr Hough raised his 
concerns at a Newmarket 
Town Council meeting on 
Monday.

Christine Rawlinson, 
also from the Lions, added: 
“We have used Exning Es¬ 
tates for a number of years 
and we are grateful to Si¬ 
mon Gibson for giving us a 
great venue. 

“It would be perfect to 
be able to continue in the 
town but so far it has been 
difficult finding some¬ 
where. 

“We want to continue 
for many more years so if 
anyone knows somewhere 
we can hold it it would be 
great.” 

Because of high 
costs to stage the 
event, including a PA 
system, road coning 
and lighting, a usual 
admission charge 
would be made. 

They would also need 
somewhere that gave ade¬ 
quate safety distances and 
had a “fall out zone” for 
pieces from the fireworks. 

Cllr foy Uney said: “It 
would be very sad to see 
this go and I know that this 


year alone the Lions have 
donated a considerable 
sum to charitiy. It all comes 
back to the community.” 

Suggestions were raised 
by the committee in¬ 
cluding George Lambton 
playing fields and in the 
grounds of the empty St 
Felix school. 

Mr Hough added: “We 
are desperate to find a new 
location. 

“This is the only display 
for the town and the big¬ 
gest for miles. It’s 
a great event in 
the calendar. 
“The New¬ 
market Lions 
club have 
raised thou¬ 
sands for pre- 
dominantly 
local charities 
by staging this 
event. Please help us 
to maintain the tradition.”

Five year 
sentence 
for sex 
offences 

A CONVICTED paedophile 
has received a jail sentence 
after admitting offences 
against a child. 

Geraldo Tucciarone, 53, 
formerly of St John’s Close, 
Mildenhall, appeared at Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court. 

Tucciarone is currently 
serving a 10-year prison 
sentence for sex offences 
committed against a boy 
and a girl more than 20 
years ago. 

Tucciarone pleaded guilty 
to five more offences, all in¬ 
volving the same boy over 
an eight-year period. 

The court heard that the 
offences of indecent assault 
took place in Mildenhall 
and Brandon between 1984 
and 1992. The abuse started 
when the boy was aged six 
after Tucciarone took him to 
a cinema and later sexually 
assaulted him in a toilet. 

Judge David Goodin sen¬ 
tenced Tucciarone to five 
years and five months im¬ 
prisonment to run concur¬ 
rently with his sentence. 

The judge said that Tuc- 
ciarone’s victim had been 
so “emotionally drained and 
scarred” by what had hap¬ 
pened to him as a child that 
he was only able to speak to 
the police when Tucciarone 
was behind bars.

‘bright’ Pasha 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a “bright” teenager with a 
passion for art who died sud¬ 
denly at the weekend. 

Pasha Clark, a year 11 stu¬ 
dent at Soham Village Col¬ 
lege, suffered a cardiac arrest 
following a medical incident 
at her home in Soham High 
Street just after 10.30pm on 
Sunday. 

Emergency services, in¬ 
cluding the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA), attended 
but Pasha sadly died at the 
scene. 

Carin Taylor, principal of 
Soham Village College, de¬ 
scribed Pasha as a “bright in¬ 
dividual”. 

She said: “We were very sad 
to hear of the loss of Pasha

“Pasha was a year 11 stu¬ 
dent at Soham Village College 
- a bright individual who was 
particularly passionate about 
art. 

“Our thoughts are with Pa¬ 
sha’s family and friends at this 
very difficult time.” 

Many people have also paid 
tribute to Pasha on Facebook. 

One person wrote: “So sad. 
Condolences to her family. 
Sleep well little girl xx.” 

Another said: “Thinking of 
all family and friends at this 
incredibly sad time. Another 
angel taken too soon.” 

Another person wrote: “An¬ 
other young life taken way too 


soon, RIP. May you fly with 
the angels. Sending condo¬ 
lences to the family and all 
those concerned x.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
confirmed that they attended 
the incident. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police said: “We 
were called to reports of the 
sudden death of a teenage 
girl at an address in Soham at 
10.45pm on Sunday. 

“The death is not being 
treated as suspicious and has 
been passed to the coroner.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Cambridgeshire Coroners Of¬ 
fice confirmed that an inquest 
into Pasha’s death would be 
opened this week.

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‘A very special moment’ as the 
town welcomes Queen’s baton 


HUNDREDS of cheering pupils 
from Newmarket welcomed the 
Queen’s Baton to the town on 
Monday as part of its tour in the 
countdown to the Common¬ 
wealth Games. 

Gold medallist race walker Ron 
Wall work, 73, proudly brought 
the baton to the Rowley Mile as 
it made its way through Suffolk. 

The atmosphere at the race¬ 
course was emotional as music 
blared and Ron made his way to 
the stage with the baton. 

He said: “It’s a tremendous 
privilege and it’s hard to think 
that almost half a century ago I 
stole the victory in Jamaica. 

“I am humbled to be able to 
do the baton race. It was magic. 
The cheers as I came in with the 
baton made it very emotional.” 

After a warm-up from students 
at Newmarket College, pupils 
from 22 local schools took part in 
a relay of their own, led by Ron. 

Lauren Miles, nine, from Elve- 
den Primary School, said: “It was 
really tiring but it was lots of fun. 

“I was very excited to do the 
relay. It is a once in a lifetime 
chance. I was looking forward to 
it for a long time.” 

Molly and Harry Harvey, aged 
nine and seven from Ditton 
Lodge Primary School were also 
very excited. 

They said: “We were looking 
forward to it for a long time. It 
was a good day. It was a lot of fun 
and only a bit tiring.” 

And Alex Lomas, ten, from 
Exning Primary School said the 
event was “tiring but fun”.

Carrying the baton was clearly 
a proud moment for Ron, who 
was the first ever gold medallist 
race walker in the 1966 Games. 

He said: “This was a special 
moment for me. When you get 
into your seventies you have a 
lot of special moments. But this 
is right up there.” 

And with pupils flocking 
around Ron, who was awarded 
an MBE for services to New¬ 
market in 2002, for autographs 
on their flags and pictures with 
their schools, the attention was 
clearly unexpected. 

He said: “I am very proud and 
it’s been a really fantastic experi¬ 
ence.” 

As Newmarket’s schoolchil¬ 
dren recovered from their relay, 
the baton began the next leg of 
its journey, saying goodbye to 
Newmarket in a very appropriate 
way - being carried by a jockey 
on a racehorse. 

Ryan Moore, who rode the 
Queen’s horse Estimate to vic¬ 
tory at Royal Ascot last year, rode 
down the Rowley Mile on Darcy 
Indiana in front of cheering and 
waving crowds. 

The baton, which contains a 
message from the Queen, started 
its Suffolk journey early on Mon¬ 
day morning in Lowestoft, be¬ 
fore it made its way to Newmar¬ 
ket. It then continued its journey 
to Bury St Edmunds and Ipswich 
ahead of the Commonwealth 
Games in Glasgow on July 23.

Students quiz gold medallist Ron 


PRIOR to Monday's baton 
relay, Ron Wallwork paid 
a visit to students at 
Newmarket College last 
Wednesday. 

Students took the 
opportunity to quiz 
73-year-old Ron, who 
became the first gold 
medallist race walker in 
the 1966 Commonwealth 
Games held in Jamaica, 
on how he started race 
walking. 

He told the students: 

"I finished second in the 
trial for the Games and 
Athletics Weekly had me 
as the favourite to win 
the bronze medal. But 
on the day it turned out 
very different. I took a big 
gamble in the race. 

"Jamaica was very hot 
and humid and we were 
given water every five 
miles. But at the 15 mile 
mark I chose not to take a 
drink. The others did and 
I opened up a 20 to 25m 
gap and I hung on to that

until the finish. 

"It was a gamble as I 
could have collapsed in 
the heat but sometimes 
that's what you have to do 
to win." 

Students took inspiration 


from Ron as they joined in 
the relay event yesterday.

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The Father’s Day I 
thought I’d never have 


When Kevin 
Byrne was 16 he 
was told it was 
unlikely he'd 
ever become a 
dad. But thanks 
to IVF, he will be 
enjoying his first 
Father's Day this 
Sunday. 


WHEN Kevin Byrne was told, 
at 16 years old, it was unlike¬ 
ly he would ever be able to 
father a child, he knew a rite 
of passage most men take for 
granted had been snatched 
away. 

Now, 22 years on and fol¬ 
lowing advances in fertility 
medicine, he is the biologi¬ 
cal father of Arthur, born 
following treatment at Bourn 
Hall Clinic, Cambridge. 

“Having been through so 
much, I still can’t believe 
Arthur is here. He’s amazing 
- the baby that would never 
have been without the team 
at Bourn Hall,” said Kevin. 

In 1980, aged four, Kevin, 
who lives in Soham, was di¬ 
agnosed with Non-Hodgkin 
Lymphoma, a rare cancer 
that affects the body’s lym¬ 
phatic system. The cancer 
had formed in Kevin’s liver 
and spread to his kidneys by 
the time it was picked up. 

For the next two years, 
Kevin was in and out of 
Great Ormond Street Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital in London 
and underwent two rounds 
of chemotherapy and a cycle 
of radiotherapy. 

Chemotherapy can cause a 
man to become infertile and 
due to Kevin’s age, he did 
not have the option to freeze 
sperm prior to the treatment. 

He was eventually given 
the all clear aged 11. 

When he was 25, he met 
Natalie, while they were 
both working for a cable TV 
company and they eventu¬ 
ally got engaged. 

Kevin had been open about 
his medical history and Na¬ 
talie remembers having to 
consider the prospect that 
she may never be a mother. 

“I had to think hard about 
whether we had a future to¬ 
gether if we couldn’t have a 
family. Being a midwife, sur¬ 
rounded by pregnant women 
and babies, it could become 
difficult to cope with. 

“I loved Kevin and wanted 
to be with him, so we chose 
to cross any difficult bridges 
when we came to them.” 

The couple decided to 
seek help early on. They saw

their GP in February 2011 
and Kevin was asked to pro¬ 
vide four sperm samples for 
analysis. All four came back 
with a zero sperm count, 
confirming their worst fears. 

Kevin remembers: “I knew 
it was unlikely that I would 
be producing sperm but the 
results still came as a blow 
- I was disappointed but not 
surprised. 

“We talked about adoption 
but decided we wanted to try 
IVF with a sperm donor first 
so went to our local hospital 
for further testing.” 

Their consultant referred 
the couple for IVF treatment 
at Bourn Hall Clinic and 
they met with consultant, 
Oliver Wiseman, one of only 
a handful of urologists in the 
UK specialising in fertility 
medicine. 

He encouraged the cou¬ 
ple to try a procedure called 
testicular sperm extraction 
(TESE) before considering 
sperm donation. 

Mr Wiseman said: “Al¬ 
though there may be no 
sperm in the ejaculate, the 
man might still have sperm 
in the testes. TESE involves 
the removal of small pieces 
of testicular tissue under 
general anaesthetic. 

“In the embryology lab we 
look for any viable sperm 
that can be used for IVF. It is 
not always possible to find 
suitable sperm but if we do, 
the man has a chance of be¬ 
coming a biological father. 

“We treated Kevin just be¬ 
fore Christmas in December 
2011. We were all delighted 
when sperm was found. It 
was a great Christmas pre¬ 
sent for all concerned.” 


The couple were planning 
their wedding at the time 
and decided to wait until 
2012 to begin IVF treatment. 

Kevin’s sperm was frozen 
and stored at Bourn Hall. 

The couple had IVF with 
intracytoplasmic sperm in¬ 
jection (ICSI) - where a sin¬ 
gle sperm is injected directly 
into the egg to fertilise it. 

As part of the treatment, 
Natalie was given medica¬ 
tion but suffered a reaction 
known where her ovaries 
swelled and produced too 
many follicles. The reaction 
caused the first cycle of IVF 
treatment to fail. 

Despite this setback, Kevin 
and Natalie were determined 
to keep trying. They started 
their second ICSI cycle with 
Natalie very closely moni¬ 
tored. 

Natalie’s eggs where col¬ 
lected and fertilised with 
Kevin’s sperm. One of the re¬ 
sulting embryos was selected 
and transferred to Natalie’s 
womb. The couple were told 
to wait two weeks before tak¬ 
ing a pregnancy test. 

“I was feeling a bit strange 
and suspected I could be 
pregnant so I decided I 
couldn’t wait a fortnight,” 
says Natalie. “We both cel¬ 
ebrated and ended up in 
tears!” 

Natalie gave birth to 9lb 
5oz Arthur by caesarean sec¬ 
tion on November 10 last 
year and the couple are lov¬ 
ing life as parents. 

Kevin smiles: “He’s a very 
special little boy. I was con¬ 
cerned my family Being a 
parent - something I never 
thought would happen for 
me - is simply incredible.”

ANOTHER cannabis factory has 
been discovered by police in 
Soham. 

Around 300 cannabis plants 
were recovered from a property 
in Hasse Road following the ex¬ 
ecution of two police warrants at 
around 4am last Thursday. 

It came almost exactly a week 
after 12,000 cannabis plants - be¬ 
lieved to be the biggest cannabis 
farm ever discovered in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - were uncovered in 
the town. 

As reported last week, the drugs 
factory was found inside an in¬ 
dustrial unit - the former Garner 
Plastics premises - in Regal Drive 
at around 11pm on Wednesday, 
May 28 when two on-patrol of¬ 
ficers detected a strong smell of 
cannabis. 

They followed the scent, which 
took them to the warehouse. 

One man was arrested and has 
been bailed by police until July 
24. 

Following the raid in Hasse 
Road, a 56-year-old man has been 
arrested on suspicion of cultivat¬ 
ing cannabis and possession of a 
firearm. 

A 59-year-old woman was also 
arrested at a property in Mepal on 
suspicion of producing cannabis. 

Both are in custody at Parkside 
Police Station. 

Sergeant Will Davis, who is 
based in Ely, said: “We carried out 
a raid at a property in Soham dur¬ 
ing the early hours of Thursday 


June 5 and discovered approxi¬ 
mately 300 cannabis plants. 

“We are not linking this find¬ 
ing to the other cannabis factory 
which was found in Regal Drive 
last week, however this should go 
as a warning that we will not tol¬ 


erate the use and supply of drugs 
in our area and we will do all we 
can to disrupt this kind of activ¬ 
ity.”

‘Mini tornados were 


actually funnel clouds’

EXCITEMENT from people 
who believed they had wit¬ 
nessed ‘mini tornados’ in 
Cambridgeshire has been 
quashed by a weather ex¬ 
pert. 

Several people contacted 
Ely News last Wednesday to 
say they had spotted what 
they thought were mini 
tornados in the skies above 
their homes. 

But Professor Hans-F 
Graf, an expert in climate 
and weather extremes at 
the University of Cam¬ 
bridge, has confirmed they 
were not mini tornados, 
but, in fact, funnel clouds. 

Professor Graf said: 
“What people were wit¬ 
nessing in the sky was a 
funnel cloud. 

“Funnel clouds are effec¬ 
tively the embryo of a tor¬ 
nado but a tornado has to 
touch the ground in order 
for it to be a tornado. 

“Funnel clouds are not 


uncommon and I can see 
why people did think they 
were mini tornados as they 
do look like that from a dis¬ 
tance. 

“The whirling motion 


is caused by condensed 
water being blown down¬ 
wards from the cloud, but 
in order for it to evolve 
into a tornado, the weather 
conditions would have to 


be much more extreme 
- certainly more extreme 
than what you’d expect to 
see here in the UK.” 

Among those who called 
to say he thought he’d seen 


a mini tornado was Lee 
Hilsden, 28, from Hadden- 
ham. 

Lee, who works as a field 
service engineer for a firm 
in Ely, was on his way to 
a job at around 10.10am 
when he spotted one in the 
sky between Soham and 
Isleham. 

He said: “I couldn’t be¬ 
lieve my eyes. I’ve always 
been interested in mete¬ 
orology and have always 
wanted to see a tornado in 
the sky. 

“I could see the clouds 
were huge and really dark 
and as I looked again I saw 
a ‘V’ coming from beneath 
the thunderstorm cloud 
and form the mini tornado. 

“My mobile phone was 
in its holder on the dash¬ 
board so I quickly pulled 
over, grabbed it and clicked 
away.” 

David Wakefield and 
Kerry Fitch were among 
others who got in touch 
to say they had seen fun¬ 
nel clouds in the Witchford 
and Sutton area.

FRESH off the back of the divisive, 
incestuous and manic ‘Tis Pity She's A 
Whore which came to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre in May (check out our review 
online at cambridge-news.co.uk/whatson ), 
Cheek by Jowl theatre company are back 
this week with their “menacing, hilarious 
and anarchic** portrayal of the despotic 
Ubu, first written by Alfred Jarry. 

Known for their pace and wit and 
tongue in cheek attitude to classic - 
if troublesome - texts, the troupe's 
version of Ubu Roi is set to be similarly 
revolutionary. 

Opening and closing on its first night 
when performed at Paris' Theatre de 
I'CEuvre on December 10, 1896, the 
play blurs the lines between the comic, 
the bizarre and the downright surreal. 

It's bolshie and odd, surprising and 
unforgiving, designed to make you squirm 
as much as laugh, and sutures together 
plot line snippets from Macbeth, Hamlet 
and Lear while tugging on schoolboy 
tropes and silly jokes. 

Suitable for over-16s (so it must be a 
tad racy/raucously violent if that intrigues 
you), the piece is performed entirely in 
French, but there will be English subtitles 
so you can keep up. 

There also won't be an interval, so 
expect to leave rather wrung out, but 
hopefully pretty stunned to boot.

BELLE (I2A, 104 mins) 

BEAUTY is in the eye of the beholder 
but when that beauty defies the social 
mores of a prejudiced era, it must be 
cherished in secret. 

Belle is the enchanting dramatisation 
of a true story of fortitude across 
racial and class divides at a time 
when pompous men of privilege 
were vociferously debating the end of 
slavery in England. 

The high-profile case at the centre 
of the debate concerned the crew of a 
ship called the Zong, who had thrown 
dozens of slaves overboard because 
they claimed they did not have enough 
supplies for the duration of the voyage. 

When the ship reached port, the 
Zong's Liverpool-based owners 
demanded compensation for the lost 
slaves but insurers refused to honour 
the claim. 

The subsequent trial posed 
uncomfortable questions about the 
monetary value of human life. 

Inspired by an 18th-century painting 
commissioned by William Murray, who 
was then Lord Chief Justice of England 
and Wales, Amma Asante's handsome 
period piece illuminates the debate and 
some of the characters, whose lives 
intersected at this historical crossroads. 

Captain Sir John Lindsay (Matthew 
Goode) brings his illegitimate, mixed 
race daughter Dido (Lauren Julien-Box) 
to England and entrusts the child to his 
aristocratic uncle, Lord Mansfield (Tom 
Wilkinson) while he returns to sea. 


Lord Mansfield's wife (Emily Watson) 
is opposed to the plan but he permits 
Dido to stay, allowing his great-niece 
to become a constant companion to 
her cousin, Elizabeth (Cara Jenkins). 

The girls blossom and Lady Elizabeth 
(now played by Sarah Gadon) prepares 
to seek a wealthy husband. 

"Elizabeth must secure her bread and 
butter," Lord Mansfield reminds his 
wife. 

Dido (now played by Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw) is afforded certain privileges 
by her lineage but she must remain 
behind closed doors at important social 
gatherings. 

Oliver Ashford (James Norton), the 
handsome offspring of Lord and Lady 
Ashford (Alex Jennings, Miranda 
Richardson) is a potential love match 
for Elizabeth but he is more interested 
in Dido. However, Dido's head is 
turned by idealistic lawyer John 
Davinier (Sam Reid), who is heavily 


involved in the Zong case and opens 
her eyes to the barbarism of slavery. 

Elegantly scripted by Misan Sagay, 
Belle is a beautifully crafted companion 
piece to 12 Years A Slave that traverses 
a moral maze through British eyes and 
reminds us that we have blood on our 
hands too. 

The ensemble cast delivers excellent 
performances, particularly Mbatha- 
Raw, who possesses beauty and 
vulnerability on camera. 

She catalyses smouldering screen 
chemistry with Reid, and Wilkinson 
brings pomp and circumstance to his 
pivotal role as a man with the power 
to chip away at the foundations of the 
legal firmament. 

Dramatic momentum steadily builds 
to Lord Mansfield's deliberation on the 
Zong case, watched intently by Dido 
and Davinier. 

Like them, we're spellbound by his 
ruling.

THE LIKES of Will Lawton, Alistair 
Allchin and Shaftab Khalid may 
take the plaudits for Burwell’s 
comfortable 114-run victory at home 
to Woolpit in the Gibbs Denley East 
Anglian Premier League. 

But captain Daniel Jones felt the 
club’s groundstaff deserved as much 
praise for their work in ensuring 
Mingay Park could be the scene 
of such a success after heavy 
downpours on the morning of the 
match had taken their toll.

Only Julian Crudeli with an 
unbeaten 46 offered any resistance, 
but even he found it hard to score 
runs thanks to tight bowling and 


fantastic fielding from Burwell. 

Khalid (3 for 14) was on a hat- 
trick after clean bowling Sam Webb- 
Snowling and Lee Thompson late on, 
but although he did not complete the 
feat, Josh Arksey wiped out the tail to 
finish with 3 for 29 as Woolpit were 
dismissed for 82. 

Fordham recorded an emphatic

St Neots' James Fitch took 
the January Cup for the best 
handicap score over the first 
two rounds, shooting nett 139 to 
ensure Crisp would be second 
for at least one honour.

PAUL Hanagan admitted to being “chuffed to bits” 
after winning his first Classic by leading Taghrooda 
to success in the Investec Oaks at Epsom.

“I had only ridden one Group winner before I got 
the job so that’s why I keep saying it’s nice to give 
something back - they took a chance on me,” said 
Newmarket-based Hanagan. 

“I’ve not got so much experience riding Group One 
winners and Classics, but I’ve very rarely had a lot of 
rides in Classics so you have to start somewhere. 

“That was my first ride in the Oaks, so I’m just 
chuffed to bits. 

“It means everything. I’m just delighted for the 
people around me because they’ve helped me so 
much, ie to settle in. 

“I found it very difficult at first taking my family 
away with me, we were very settled in Yorkshire, and 
if it wasn’t for everyone around me being so helpful 
then I would have struggled so I’m just chuffed to 
bits to give something back.” 

Adam Kirby and French Navy continued their 
winning partnership as they won the Group Three 
Diomed Stakes. 

On their previous two engagements - at Windsor 
and Goodwood - the duo have produced victories 
for Godolphin, and they managed to repeat the 
trick at Epsom, earning a two-and-a-quarter length 
margin. 

Farraaj had everything in his favour as he won the 
Investec Wealth & Investment Stakes handicap.
